Irrigation Farming 


AN OPEN DISCUSSION 


The subject of irrigation is a 
much discussed one, but it sel- 
dom that it is discussed in so frank 
and open a way as on Monday 
night at the ‘Farmers Meeting” 
held under the auspices of the Ep- 
worth League in the Methodist 
Church. 

As a rule, when the subject is 
discussed, itis either at a meeting of 
irrigationists or a meeting of non- 
irrigationists, and at the former 
there is usually nothing said against 
it, while at the latter there is usually 
nothing said for it. 

If the truth on irrigation is told 
anywhere, there is surely no better 
place for it to be told than a church. 
And certainly it must be admitted 
that the irrigationists had the best 
of the argument Even Mr Boisse- 
vain, who was the only farmer who 
had much to say against it, was not 
an out and out prohibitionist. He 
was in tavor of pasture and alfalfa 
getting a drink now and again, but 
he thought grain should be dry.

further on it in this report. 


MR BOISSEVAIN’'S 
bk XPERIENCES 

Mr Boissevain followed, and gave 
an amusing and interesting talk on 
his personal experiences with irri- 
gation, When he started in he got 
aC. P, R. engineer to lay out his 
ditch tor him, but when he had it 
constructed and turned the water on 
he found that the ditch was laid 
contrary to the laws of nature, and 
that water would positively not run 
up hill. He built another ditch, 
and this time the water ran all right 
but there was hot enough of it to 
go over his land, Le got a CLP LR. 
expert to advise him again, and was 
told that his delivery was not right, 
finally he managed to get some of 
his land irrigated, but he had 
ditches runnirg over his alfalia 
field which would take him several 
years to get levelled up again, He 
tound, however, that irrigation was 
certainly beneficial tor permanent 
pasture, but he did not believe it 


was any good for grain. He gave 
the Dominion Government of Agri- 
culture a kap for informing the 


farmers that they had no experts 
to determine whether irrigation was

Ww ord was any good on a contract, 
TOO MUCH EDUCATION 
From the subject of eggs, the 
meeting passed, in the course of a 
short address by Mr Oscar Miller 
to the subject of the educational ad- 
vantages possessed by Julius Caes- 
ar and William Shakespeare, These 
illustrious names were cited by Mr 
Miller to show that nowadays we 
gave too little attention to a large 
number of subjects instead of as in 


the past much attention to one sub- } 


ject. He advocated thoroughness in 
farming as in everythingelse, He had 
used irrigation extensively for rais- 
ing feed and pasture, und had found 
it very beneficial. Asa matter of 
fact, he had green grass on his farm 
alveady as a result of irrigating last 
fall. 

IRRIGATED 500 TO 600 ACRES 

Mr John Lillie, an experienced 
irrigator, who has been handling 
the work at the Demonstration 
Farm for several years past, said 
that he found irrigation good for 
everything. He believed in irri- 
gating even when it was raining, for 
he had no objection to the Almighty 
helping him out in his irrigating. 
Irrigation water made better fertil- 
iser than rain water. He related 
some of his experiences in Colorado 
and said that irrigation was as 
much a success here as it was there 
With the assistance of one man, he 
had irrigated between five and six 
hundred acres on the Demonstration 
Farm last season, Alberta’ was 
grandly adapted for dry farming, 
but it was even better adapted for 
irrigation. A man who made 
money dryfarming could make even 
more money by irrigation farming. 
In answering numerous questions 
propounded he said that the water 
was never too cold for irrigation, 
and that there alkali in 
Colorado than there wasin the soil 
here, 

Mr Bole at the close expressed the 
thanks of the audience to the various 
Speakers, and the meeting clesed 
with the singing of ‘‘God Save the 
King”

[RAPPING A GORILLA 


Story of a Vicious Struggle In 
the African Jungle. 


| A NET THAT FAILED TO HOLD. 


The Snared Monster Broke Through 
Its Meshes and Was the Cause of 
One Death Before He Was Himself 
Killed by the Attacking Party. 


Captain Fritz Duquesne, the Boer 
frory hunter, was commissioned by a 
German naturalist society to capture 
one of each species of African quadru- 
mana. He was entirely successful in 
the work, except that he could obtain 
go gorilla.

POISONED

Under the impression that he 
was taking a teaspoonfull of 
Eno’s fruit salts, Mr Oliver

swallowed thirty grains of tartar- 
ate of antimony, one of the 
strongest emetics known to med- 
ical science, 

He was not long in being dis- 
illusioned, and for thewhole of 
yesterday he was busy putting 
down hot water and strong coffee 
and putting it up again in an et- 
fort to get the poison out of his 
system. Immediately after drink- 
ing the tartarate of antimony, 
Dr Giffen and Mr Lambert were 
summoned, and they administered 
all the antidotes possible, Wright 
was in a state of collapse ail day, { 
and itis expected that it will be 
some time before he is able to be 
aboutagain. The strength of the 
tartarate may be imagined when 
it is stated that two grains is the
